The City Engineer will report as fol­ 
lows tomorrow in the Council: 
The estim ate of the cost of the cut ou 
Buena Vista street, figuring on the basis 
of a 30-foot cut at Rock street, was 
$54,801.50. This estimate included the 
cost of grading and the damage to prop­ 
erty. I estim ate the cost of doing the 
work with a 20-foot cut at Rock street at 
$45,563.50, or $9,238 less than for the 30- 
foot cut. This estim ate includes dam ­ 
ages to property as in the former one.” 
“ The num ber and location of the wings 
necessary to protect the approaches of 
the city bridges is as follows: I t will re­ 
quire three wings north of the Downey- 
avenue bridge in order to protect its east 
approach, three wings north of the 
Kuhrts-street bridge to protect its east 
approach; one should be placed north of 
Kubrts street to protect tbe levee on the 
east side of the river. This will make 
seven in all that the city should build on 
the east side of the river. On the weifc 
side of the river the levee of the railroad 
company extends about fifty-five feet into 
the official bed of the river, and is in 
very bad condition. The company should 
be required to repair this as soon as pos 
sible in order to protect tbe west ap­ 
proach of the Kuhrts-street bridge, ae 
we’l as its own property and the prop 
erty qj private parties adjacent to the 
river. There is also a weak 
point 
in 
the 
levee 
just 
north 
of 
the 
Southern Pacific railroad bridge (Yuma 
branch) and one just south, each of 
which should be protected with a wing. 
One wing is needed north of the Aliso- 
street bridge to protect the west approach 
of the sam e; two wings are badly needed 
between Aliso and F irst streets to pro­ 
tect the levee and west approach to the 
First-Btreet bridge. Some sheet piling 
also should be driven along tbe west 
levee north of First street. This I con 
eider very urgent as the entire west 
approach of the First-street bridge is in 
danger. 
The num ber of wings th a t the 
¿nil road company should be required to 
build is five, making in all for the city 
and 
railroad, 
twelve wings. 
This 
makes no provisions for the protection 
of the Seventh and N inth-streets bridges. 
These bridges are not in danger at the 
weBt approaches, and we cannot protect 
the east approaches this winter, as there 
is no levee on that side of the river sonth 
of First street.

THE EDELMAN CASKS. 


A f l a y I n J u d g e W a d e 's C o u r t o n 
T e c h n ic a l P o i n t s . 
H . W. Edelm an and his brother Ben 
came before Judge Wade yesterday to 
plead on certain indictm ents found by the 
Grand Jury against them for forging 
fraudulent county w arrants and drawing 
money from the treasury on the same. 
The attorneys for the defense, George M. 
Holton. Henry T. Gage and 8. M. Whit9, 
had objected to the indictm ents, as the 
H e r a l d stated some weeks ago, on the 
ground that the G rand Jury was not com­ 
petent to find these indictm ents, because 
at the tim e of so doing th at body was 
illegally constituted, inasm uch as several 
of the members thereof had ceased to be 
residents of this couuty, having been cut 
oil’ therefrom by the formation of the 
county of Orange. 
One indictm ent was 
singled out as a test case, and the issue 
was to be tried on that. The Grand Jnry 
had been summoned to appear in a body 
ami answer such questions as the Court 
might eee fit to perm it to be put to them . 
When the Court conveued iu the morn­ 
ing Mr. Gage aeked that the case be 
continued to 2 p. m., which was granted. 
At this hour the Grand Jury was all pres­ 
ent, and the Becretary, George O. Knox, 
was put on the stand to tell w hat he 
knew about the finding of the indict­ 
m ent. From 2 o’clock until nearly 5 was 
consumed in as nice a bout of legal fenc­ 
ing as ever was seen. The attorneys for 
the defense wished to get at as much of 
the acts of the Grand Jury as possible, 
and District Attorney Ke ly wished to 
let them have as little light as he could. 
Motion after motion for poetp >nement 
was m ade; but the Court would not grant 
them . The results of the whole proceed­ 
ing were to dismiss all the Grand Jurors, 
excepting the Foreman and the Secretary, 
at an eerly hour in the afternoon, under 
instructions to return two weeks from 
that day to resume the investigation of 
how the indictm ents were found. 
That 
was result num ber one, rather negative 
in its bearings. 
R esult num ber two was 
to send for the jury box containing the 
minutes of the Grand Jury, and to allow 
Captaiu Knox to refresh his memory by 
consulting the minutes. 
Result num ber 
three, as the outcome of this preliminary 
ooe, was to ascertain that this particular 
indictm ent was found on August 231, 
and that the m atter of these indictm ents 
had been discussed at meetings held in 
June, in July and in August, many dates 
being given. 
Then came result num ber 
four, and the thing the defense was af­ 
ter, the nam es of those who considered 
this matter. 
At tbe final meeting when 
this indictm ent was found there were 
sixteen out of the nineteen members of 
the body present. 
Before a vote was 
reached one member was excased, leaving 
15 to vote on the proposition. 
Of these 
three are alleged to be residents of 
Grange county, and therefore not com­ 
petent to sit as grand jurors. 
These are 
O. P. Chubb, W. L. Brown and Charles 
Beach. 
Tbe contention of the defense is 
that if these persons do not properly be­ 
long to the Grand Jury, then they'w ere 
present at its meetings contrary to law, 
and that the acts of the body are there­ 
fore illegal and void. 
If all the exam in­ 
ations take as long as that of the Becre­ 
tary, the Edelmans will die before they 
are tried. 
It ia known that the Grand Jury has, 
since the raising of this contention, filed 
other indictments against all those im ­ 
plicated in the warrant forgeries, with 
these defects healed in the new indict­ 
ments. 
It is also rumored that the 
Grand 
Jury has 
discovered 
nearly 
seventy other fraudulent warrants on 
which they might bring indictments if 
all these are proven false. 
If this is 
true, then H. W . Edelman may have to 
undergo trial on nearly a hundred sepa­ 
rate indictments, and the trials may 
have to be passed over to his grand­ 
children to complete them.

The principal event was the putting of 
the Voudoo priestess, Mrs. Lauru E. 
Sample, on the stand. 
6he told how 
Susand came to her house. 
She was a 
medium and gave advice on business 
matters. It was she who told Susand 
not to rent the Earl B. Millar buildiag. 
She did this in her capacity of fortune 
teller, Sue narrated how Susand came 
to her house and took a paper from his 
pocket. Ho then took out a cigar, which 
lie lighted. 
Then, with tbe match 
be set fire 
to 
the 
paper in his 
hand, which he told Mrs. 
Sample 
was his will. 
He had changed his mind 
about it. and it did not suit him a t that 
time. 
So saying, he set fire to the docu­ 
m ent, placed it in a tin plate, and 
watched it slowly burn. Tnis was about 
a month prior to the date of the paper 
offered by Mrs 
Susand for probate. 
Tnis was given to her near the end of 
January of this yoar. 
Susand came to 
her house and gave her a package of 
papers. 
Ho did not Btate w hat it con­ 
tained. 
Ho told her to keep it until he 
called for it, and to be careful of it as it 
might do her good some day.

asked by the officers if she had a will 
she said she had not; she did not know 
this was a will she had been given 
Afterwards when opened it proved to be 
a will, and she offered it for probate. 
H er daughter, a girl of 14 or 15, corrob 
orated these statem ents in all minute 
particular i.

Knox was put on the stand. 
He 
stated that lie witnessed a will of Susand 
made in 1882. He read it all through at 
the request of Susand. 
He then signed 
it as witness. 
It made Frank Ey, if not 
the sole legatee, the principal one.

made Ey executor of the will, too.

“ Are you aware of the fact that the 
canons of style cut a considerable figure 
in the laundry business?” asked Mr. J. 
H. K eifjr, manager of the Troy laundry, 
to a reporter of this paper yesterday. 
“ In what way?” it was asked. 
“ In the m atter of the finish of linen 
collars, cuffs and shirt fronts there is one 
little point by which the well-dressed 
man can always be told. I t was decreed 
some time ago by the arbiters of style in 
New York th at all linens should be laun- 
dried with the dead white finish. The 
shining, glistening finish is quite tabooed. 
A few years ago all collars and cuffs were 
treated to a polish by friction, forming a 
surface crust. It was tough on the linen, 
as it made its surface brittle, and it was 
very likely to Crack at the third or fourth 
washing; however, it had to go. All of 
the big city laundries have discarded 
this, and the dead white finish is the only 
thing that is comme il fo n t.” 
“ That is quite a point,” said the re­ 
porter; “ hereafter I will order mine done 
that way.” 
“ This has to be done by a special 
m achine,” said Mr. Keifer, and he led 
the way to the upper floor of the laundry 
building, on Main street, just below the 
Plaza, where about twenty girls and 
men were at work in a large room. 
The 
machine is a new affair, built under 
repent patents. “ It poesesses,” said Mr. 
Keifer, “ the marked advantage of iron­ 
ing a collar or a cuff with two passages 
between the rollers. W ith most of the 
old machines the collar had to be run 
through a dozen times or so in order to 
obtaiu the polish, which helped to wear 
it out. 
Moreover, you will notice that 
the rollers are very large, and for that 
reason do not grind the collars in the 
way that smaller ones wonld do.” 
“ In this m atter of the finish,” he con­ 
tinued, picking up a cuff from a large 
basketful near at hand, “ there is quite a 
little trick in tbe use of the ‘sott finish’ 
starch.’ Notice that when I bend this 
cuff it is as pliable aa leather and does 
not break like cardboard.” To illustrate 
he bent tbe cuff double, but at tbe crease 
the strands of thread did not break and 
the fold was easily pressed back into per­ 
fect shape again. 
"Everything depends upon the m a­ 
chinery used in laundry work,” said Mr. 
Keifer. 
“ Take shirts, for exam ple.” 
He led the way to where a man was iron­ 
ing shirt boBoms. 
One after another 
they were carefully fitted over a board, 
the neck band turned down out of the 
way, and then run under a heated iron 
roller. They were not fastened to the 
board in any way, which showed that 
there was no strain, else they would have 
slipped out of place. 
It waB plainly im ­ 
possible that a shirt should receive any

The com plainant alleged th at in Jaly 
last he commissioned Gould to purchase 
a team of horses for him , stipulating that 
they should be perfectly sonnd, yet kind 
and gentle, so that a lady might drive 
them in safety. A few days later Gould 
took a team to Drake for his inspection, 
but the latter refused them , on the ground 
that they were too fiery. On the 27th of 
August Gould again appeared with a 
team, which he pronounced as exactly 
answering to tho description given by 
Drake as his requirement. 
Not being an 
expert on horseflesh, Drake accepted 
Oould’s recommendation and guarantee, 
and took the team , in return for which 
he gave his agent a check for $275 on 
the Los Angeles National Bank. 
When 
Drake hitched up his new team a few 
days after having purchased them , he 
found that Gonla had swindled him , 
and he instituted the proceedings which 
led to Gould’s arrest. 
A complaint was filed in the Township 
Court, alleging, 
in 
substance, 
that 
Gould’s representations in order to ob­ 
tain the check for $275 were falte. 
The 
body of the document contains the fol­ 
lowing allegations, which describe the 
:ondition in which Drake found the 
horses: 
One of said horses, to-wit: the nigh 
horse and sm aller one of the two, was 
not kind or gentle, and com plainant’s 
wife and daughter could not hitch them 
id nor drive them with safety because 
if the violent pulling and jum ping of 
said 'nigh’ horse while in tho stall, and 
of the violent kicking of the ‘off’ horse 
while in the carriage. That both of said 
horses then were unsound in this, that 
the ‘nigh’ horse had a ‘quarter-crack’ in 
each of his fore feet, which cracko were 
then 
and 
there 
filled 
or puttied 
u d 
w ith some 
substance 
for 
the 
purpose of preventing the discovery 
of 
said cracks; 
the ‘off’ horse or 
larger one had stiffened cords in the 
fore legs aud the legB had been treated 
with some substance which made them 
temporarily and at that tim e lim ber, but 
otherwise said legs were, because of 
said stiffened cords, a serious detrim ent 
and injury to said horse; that said off- 
horae waa diseased in the joint of the left 
hind leg by an ailm ent or disease known 
as ‘thorough-pon,’ and that neither of 
said horses was suitable for his wife and 
daughter to use, nor were they in any 
respect good family horses or a good 
family team .” 
A num ber of witnesses have been ex­ 
amined for the State. It has been shown 
that Gould traded a horse for the team 
in question, which then belonged to 
Captain John Ellis, and received $15 to 
boot. Other witnesses have sworn that 
the horses were unsound, and not a safe 
team to be driven by a lady. 
At the hour of adjournm ent the case 
was not concluded, and a continuance 
was had until Monday next.

The Grand Ju ry which is now 
session began its career eome tim e back 
in May. 
If it had been a useless body, 
the great duration of its term of office 
would have been inexcusable. It ought 
long ago to have dissolved and mingled 
amongst the fellow-citizens of its con­ 
stituents. 
But its prolonged existence 
has been a public benefit, and is defens­ 
ible from every ground of good public 
policy and sound expediency. 
About 
Ja n e it began to get an inkling of the 
extraordinary corruption which has been 
developed in th e County Clerk’s office. 
The first discovery of the forged jury­ 
m en’s warrants was not such as to lead 
to the opinion amongst the Grand Jury­ 
men that the fraud had been perpetrated 
on a large scale. The forged warrants 
were snppoeed to have been confined to 
half a dozen. 
The persistence of the 
H e r a l d saved the county from this mis­ 
carriage of justice. 
Inspired by the 
energetic appeals of this journal, the 
Grand Jnry persevered, and a perfect 
nest of c o rrn D tio n was unearthed. 
The modus operandi of the thieves and 
forgers was very simple. There are six 
Superior Courts in Lob Angeles county, 
each with a venire of from fifty to sixty 
jnrym en. Twelve of these may be em­ 
ployed on a given day, and the rest may 
be peaceably busied about their home 
affairs on the farm. The thieves and 
forgers, trusting to the lack of scrutiny, 
or to the connivance, of the officials who 
flhonld have checked 
this 
villainy, 
started out to forge w arrants ad libitum 
in the nam es of the absent jurym en, and 
to discount them at a pawnshop near the 
Plaza. A quarrel which arose between 
this pawnbroker and t^e father of the 
principal thief and forger afterwards led 
to the expoiá. 
There is no question as 
to the crime, th e only issne being as to 
the lim it of it. 
H on. S. M. W hite, the attorney of the 
principal crim inal, raised tbe issue that 
the G rand Ju ry was not capable of find­ 
ing an indictm ent because, 
when it 
foond the indictm ent against his client, 
it was not a body legally competent to 
discharge th at office, basing his position 
on the ground th a t of the fifteen Grand 
Jnrym en who found it,three—the Messrs. 
Beach, Chubb and Brown— were at the 
tim e citizens of Grange county. 
This ingenious legal quibble occupied 
the whole time of Judge W ade’s court 
yesterday. 
T he whole Grand Jnry had 
been sum m oned, and a number of them 
were on hand. 
The proceedings got no 
farther, how ever, than the testimony of 
the 
Secretary of 
the 
Grand 
Jury, 
M r. 
George 
C. 
Knox. 
After his 
evidence 
had 
been 
received 
Mr. 
W hite 
got 
up 
and 
moved that, 
as it was im possible to hear all the 
G rand Jnrym en, the case ought to be 
postponed till the 2nd of the ensuing 
November, and postponed it accordingly 
was. It would be miching malicho if it 
should turn out th at all the painetaking 
work done by the Grand Jury thus far 
should prove to be absolutely thrown 
away, through the 
connael 
for the 
Edelm ans having raised the question as 
to w hether or no that body iteelf is not 
invalidated by the fact that some of its 
m em bers belong to Orange county, the 
recent creation of the Legislature. The 
way a technicality oftentimes knocks out 
substantial justice in California is a 
thing for Gods and m en to marvel at.

In the old d ays such shocking occur­ 
rences were alm ost entirely restricted to 
th e winter, w hen the expansion and 
contraction of th e rails, owing to a well 
understood law of ph> sics, followed upon 
the frosts and thaws.

With the earlv 
fall opening w ith such an unheard-of 
list of casualties as those we have been 
obliged to chronicle, we may well look 
forward to a feast of horrors in mid­ 
w inter. 


T h e H orticultural Commissioners res­ 
ident here are showing themselves wife 
in their day and generation. 
Having 
discovered th a t the vedolia *cardinalis 
is a perfect specific for the white scale, 
they have made up their m inds not to 
run out of this invaluable insect, aud 
they are now engaged in propagating it. 
W ith this end in view certain trees are 
allowed to become infested with the pest, 
which 
are regularly 
fed 
in 
large 
quantities 
to 
the 
vedolia, 
which 
are enclosed in canvas tents which per­ 
fectly protect them from the rain and 
cold. It is very im portant that, in the 
coming spring, there shonld be a final 
onslaught m ade on such tenderfeet of the 
white scale tribe as may be unwise 
enough to put in an appearance at that 
tim e. The red scale can be handled with 
great ease w ith several resinous sprays 
during the season. Oar orange orchardists 
have discovered, so to speax, a modus 
vivendi which has enabled them to re­ 
sam e their old-time victorious and re­ 
m unerative career, and that consists in 
paying a little attention to their trees. 
Industry is now recognized as a factor in 
orange growing; and the large profits of 
the business fortunately do not involve 
as much expense or labor, acre for acre, 
as tbe northw estern farmer is obliged to 
bestow upon his corn lands, whose product 
he is glad to sell for twenty to twenty- 
five cents a bushel. 


Of making streets in Los Angeles just 
now there is no end, and street making 
of itself is a good thing.

HIS INDEPENDENCE OF TRUSTS. 


Tanner’s Successor Appointed—Pan 
Americans Reach 
Chicago. 
F oraker 111.

P h il a d el ph ia, October 19. — Claus 
Spreckels, the sugar refiner, arrived here 
from San Francisco this evening. 
He 
will at once set to work making prepara­ 
tions for opening his big refinery here. 
He is very sanguine, and thinks as soon 
as his refinery gets fairly started the 
Sugar Trust will find he is in earnest. 
Spreckels said tonight that many false 
reports have been circulated to the effect 
that his new refinery here will never be 
operated by himBelf. 
He enters a gen­ 
eral and unqualified denial to these re­ 
ports. 
Mr. Spreckels has addressed 
letter to the Boston and New York papers 
which published the reports, in which 
he says in p a rt: 
“ My refinery in Philadelphia was not 
built to be sold, and I have never had 
the least intention of disposing of it, 
although numerous propositions have 
been made me to do so. I have never 
entered into negotiations with the 8ugar 
Trust upon any single occasion, but the 
Sugar Trust has approached me upon 
several occasions. I have purchased raw 
sugar, it is true, and I intended to pay, 
myself, every dollar of the duty upon 
such purchase. 
I have no knowledge 
that 
the 
trust 
intends 
to 
pay 
the duties and make a present of the 
amount to me. bat I shall certainly refine 
the whole of the raw sugar I have pur­ 
chased, in my own refinery and for my 
own benefit. 
Ab far as I am concerned 
there has been no collusion and no at­ 
tempt at collusion between the trust and 
myself. I never asked the trust to pur­ 
chase my California refinery, and never 
named a sum for which it could be 
bought; but I have been asked to eell it, 
and I have been asked to join the trust, 
but I have absolutely declined both 
propositions. 
My California refinery is 
not, and never was, for sale. 
My Phila­ 
delphia refinery has been built for the 
purpose I originally stated, and from 
which I have never 
once, even in 
thought, deviated. 
Ab long as I am 
alive it is my intention to engage in busi­ 
ness entirely upon my own account and 
without the interference or co-operation of 
any other individuals. 
I do not need, 
and never have needed, assistance from 
others, and I certainly have no use for 
the Sugar Trust. The experiences of the 
past two years have shown that those 
who refused to join the trust have acted 
wisely and fared very much better than 
those who were foolish enough to enter 
into such an illegal com bination.’’

B erlin, October 19—The agreeable 
impression left by the Czar’s visit still 
prevails here. I t is now definitely known 
that Bismarck’s persuasive representation 
succeeded in elieiting from the Czar ex­ 
pressions more friendly to himself and to 
Germany that the Chancellor expected. 
Before leaving for Friedrichsruhe Bis- 
m ark received several of the leading 
diplomatic representatives, and in con­ 
versation referred to the peaceful inclin­ 
ations of the Czar. 
The Czar, he said, 
assured him th a t Russia would not pro­ 
voke war, and especially would never 
begin war against Germany. 
Advices 
from St. Petersburg refer to the excited 
alarm of the Pan-Slavists, because the 
Czar has been again outwitted. 


DE G IE R S’ JEALOUSY. 
Do Giers, whose position is threatened 
by the growing influencs of General 
DaEchkoff, is repotted as writing on the 
margin of a report sent him regarding 
the Berlin interview : “ This wants some­ 
thing—tbe nam e of the Russian diplomat 
who cleaned Bismarck’s boots.”

There is probably no place in the 
United State» that can excel the conserv­ 
atory of the Hon. Fred L. Ames, at North 
Easton, in the raising of orchids. Mr. 
Ames has the largest conservatory 
devoted to the culture ef these rare and 
beautiful flowers in the world, and his 
collection is estimated to be worth thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
In a walk through these mammoth 
green houses a few dayo ago, a corre 
spondent saw orange, banana, fig, pine^ 
apple and other tropical fruit trees loaded 
with their delicióos bearings, and all the 
fruit grown under glass being good for 
eatiag excepting the orange, which was 
pithy and dry. A large number of peo­ 
ple from the surrounding towns visit this 
miniature Florida, and take great delight 
in looking through the premiere, which 
are always open to the inspection of via- 
itors. 
There is scarcely a plant or flower 
grown but what may be found in Mr. 
Ames’ conservatories, and in many of 
the apartments where the tropical plants 
are it íb nearly impossible for a person 
to etay for more than a few minutes. 
There is a grotto, where plants of a 
milder climate are located, it being the 
onlv one of ita kind in Massachusetts. 
The committee from the Massachusetts 
Horticultural bociety of Boston pays 
yearly visits to the Ames conservatories 
to view the latest arrivals, as Mr. Ames 
has agents on the lookout for new 
specialties. Some of the plants in his 
collection are valued at $1,000 and $2,000 
each and are closely guarded. 
The greenhouses are supplied with the 
finest oi water, kept at different degrees 
of temperature. 
It is heated with hot 
water and lighted by electricity. The 
place is a perfect paradise, and Chief 
Gardiner William Robinson is always 
preeent and takes much delight in show­ 
ing visitors through the various houses 
and explaining the manner of growing 
the plants and flowers. 
A few months ago Mr. Ames’ collec­ 
tions were increased eo rapidly as to ne­ 
cessitate the enlargement of the green 
house, and a Large addition was put on 
The new houses are the largest and the 
finest, without exception, in the United 
States, and were built after the style of 
the orchid houses in Europe.—[ Boston

Bloody Tragedy Enacted 
at Sacramento. 


RESULT OF A W IF E ’S IN TR H H JE. 


S u m m ary o f Y esterd ay's R aces—T he 
B aseball C ham pionship and 
O ther Sew s.

S a cr a m e n t o, October 19.—There was 
a bloody and mysterious shooting affray 
at 124 L street about 10 o’clock this 
morning. At that time a pistol eh1'* vas 
heard and Mrs. 
Louisa Belle Smith 
rushed from the front door with blood 
streaming from her month and ran into 
a saloon on the corner. 
Officers soon arrived and found Joe 
Smith, a hack driver and hnsband of the 
wonnded woman, lying in a bed room 
stone dead. It was known that Smith 
and his wife had had numerous difficul­ 
ties and the conclusion was that Smith 
had shot his wife and then committed 
suicide. 
Mrs. Smith was sitting in a chair in 
the saloon, her white wrapper covered 
with blood, which still trickled from a 
horrible wound beneath her left ear. 
She was nearly unconscious, but when 
asked who shot her, answered faintly: 
“ Joe shot m e.” 8he was asked if they 
had qnarreled, and she replied: “ He 
had been in there an hour and I tried to 
get him out.” 
At this juncture Chief Lee arrived, 
and, with the assistance of officers, Mrs. 
Smith entered a vehicle and was taken to 
the receiving hospital. 
Attention was 
then turned to the dead man. 
He was 
iying on hie hand in tho center of the 
bedroom, folly dressed. 
Near his left 
hand was a Smith & Wesson 38 catiber 
revolver. 
There was 
not a wound 
visible, and as his face was tnrniDg 
purple it was thought he had taken 
poison after shooting ¡.he woman. 
In a short tim e, however, two physi­ 
cians arrived. 
Sm ith’s head was raised 
and it was fonnd that there was a 
ghastly bullet wound almost directly 
in the back of his head. This com­ 
pletely knocked out the theory of suicide, 
as it would have been almost an ntter 
impossibility for Smith to have fired the 
iatal shot. It was plain that a third 
part?'h ad taken part in the affair. 
The 
identity of the third party was fixed, it 
was thought, when it was learned that 
Phillip Gebhard, a German, of Stockton, 
who had been a rival of Smith for Mrs. 
Sm ith’s affections, had arrived here a 
few days ago, and had been hanging 
about her domicile. Gebhard and Smith 
had had trouble before. 
It is believed 
that Gebhard had arrived at the con­ 
clusion that it was time for him to take 
possession of Mrs. 8oaith; that he came 
here with that object in view, and that 
daring their negotiations this morning 
Smith shot bis *ife and was in turn shot 
by Gebhard, who fled from the scene. 
The officers are still searching the city 
for Gebhard.

T H E EPISCOPALIANS. 


D iv isio n off th e C a lifo r n ia D iocese 
Squelched. 
Naw Y o rk, October 19.—The Episco­ 
pal Convention considered routine mat­ 
ters till noon and then took up liturgi­ 
cal revision. The final adjournm ent ’ 
fixed for next Thursday. 
In the afternoon session a storm was 
created by the introduction of a resolu­ 
tion passed by the Bishops last night, 
changing the communion service th u s: 
“ There shall be no celebration of the 
Lord’s Supper except there be some one 
to commune with the priest.” 
Dr. Huntington at once moved that the 
house non-concur, saying the proposed 
^Rubric was thoroughly pernicious. 
“ It 
is,” said he, “ precisely in line with the 
doctrine of the chnrch of Rome.” 
The m atter was discussed at length 
and was defeated by a clerical vote, the 
lay delegates being clearly in favor of it. 
The House of Bishops decided not to 
concur in the proposed division of Cali­ 
fornia, on the grounds that such a divis­ 
ion was opDosed by the majority of the 
communicants in the diocese, and be­ 
cause there were not sufficient resources 
to support such a division in the dio­ 
cese. 


A C ivil Service Q uestion Decided 
Washington, October 18 —In compli- 
% ance with the request of the President, 
Solicitor General Chapman has rendered 
an opinion upon a question submitted by 
th e Civil 8ervice Commissioners. 
In 
April J. M. Taylor was appointed in the 
regular way as a railway postal clerk. 
Taylor, however, did not take the oath 
of office until May, 1889. The time 
when the rule to include the Railway 
Mail Service should go into effect having 
been extended from March 15th to May 
1st, the question came up w hether Taylor 
should not have been eubject to Civil 
Service 
exam ination. The 
Solicitor- 
General finds th at the fact that Taylor 
did not take the oath of office until after 
May 1st, is im material upon the question 
of his right to hold the office to which he 
was appointed April 29th. 
It íb under- 
etood that a large num ber of appoint­ 
m ents were made to the Railway Mail 
Service just prior to May 1st, and in a 
large 
percentage of these cases the 
appointees were, owing to the shortness 
of the tim e, nnable to take the necessary 
oath, which fact it has been contended 
rendered their appointm ent void. The 
opinion was approved by the Attorney - 
Gane ral.
